on the night of March 25, 1960, while CIVELLA and wife were 
enroute to Florida. It is generally believed the explosion and 
fire was intentional on the part of CIVELLA as he has been 
attempting to dispose of his residence for the past year. 

NICHOLAS CIVELLA is believed to have returned to Kansas City on 
April 14, 1960, and a number of prominent Kansas City hoodlums 
including NICHOLAS CIVELLA were observed at the Pizzeria Restaurant 
at the time BUSTER BALESTRERE was observed there on April 14, 1960. 
The significance of BALESTRERE'S presence is not known. 


According to Kansas City files, BUSTER BALESTRERE is 
the nephew of former Kansas City Top Hoodlum JAMES BALESTRERE 
(deceased). During a 1951 interview of BUSTER BALESTRERE he 
advised that his father, FRANK BALESTRERE, was the brother of 
former Kansas City Top, Hoodlum JAMES BALESTRERE. He claimed he

Through investigation of captioned subject under the 
Criminal Intelligence Program, your office developed information 
indicating his involvement in a possible ITWI violation. Although 
considerable information from informants and other sources as well 
as through open investigation indicates Balestrere is an active 
hoodlum figure, insufficient evidentiary data has been secured 
to date that would support successful prosecution. In view of 
this, you should subject the results of your inquiry into this 
subject's activity during the past months to an analytical 
searching review and thereafter resolve all logical possibilities 
concerning his involvement in ITWI in an effort to secure sufficient 
evidence that would support prosecutive action. If no such 
evidence developed, this matter should be brought to an immediate 
conclusion and Balestrere's activities thereafter followed under 
the appropriate intelligence character, such as IGA or AR. 
In either case, keep the Bureau advised as to what action you 
are taking. If the ITWI case is to be closed in the future, be 
sure that it is done by means of a closing report.
